1. Aid estimated at $32,000,000 annually to be provided

2. Requirement that not more than 50 percent of the im- 


migrants to the U. S. 'be transported in foreign ships.

Barber Urges Citizens to 


Aid During Period of 


-Ice and Snow 


The wild animals and birds of 


Wisconsin are face to face with the 
most serious food problem in years, 
M B result of the sleet and storm of 
last week, W. E. Barber, chairman 
of the conservation commission, de- 
clared today in urging people of the 
stato in saving them from starva- 
tion. 
The storm, he said, ha« formed a 


coating of ice, which covers every 
vestige of their food supply. Un- 
less grain and other food is distrib- 
uted, be warned, the wild life of the 
state will suffer severely. 


Word has corao from some .sec-

the birds and anfmals.'

As it is a duty of all patriotic 


icitiiens to observe Lincoln's birth- 
day in soraa way, I hnve( taken the 
liberty to send in some interesting 
bits of history that every one isn't 
familiar with, and which deserve to

known.

herewith a clipping I have ta- 
ken from 
the 
Evansville Jour- 


nal of Evansville, Ind., November 1, 
1981. When I found this in 
the 


Journal it brought tears to my eyes 
as it is the same little church I 
•was taught to love, and the 
only 


church I have ever been hunirry 
for, but that hunger is akin to fam- 
ine, ao great has been the longing 
for a good old Baptist sermon. The 
same old records carry the name of 
my parents and grand parents. My 
father, David H. Riley, ia modera- 
tor of the little church today. 
I 


grew UP in Lincoln City and 
at- 


tended school in the same spot 
where the Lincoln eabin stood, the 
county having bought the lot for 
a public school. 'Some of the ever- 
greens were still standing at that 
•time, but are gone now, as that has 
been nearly 20 year* ago. A monu- 
ment marks the place where the 
laat one stood and battled with tho 
storms so many years, and shelter- 
ed America's greatest president. It 
is about one-fourth of a mile from 
the beautiful hill where Nancy 
Hanks Lincoln is buried and is now 
one of tha most beautiful parks in 
southern Indiana. Lincoln City is 
33 miles northeast of Evansville, 
about the same distance south of 
French Lick Springs on the E. L. & 
St. L. branch of the Southern rail- 
road. The proposed Lincoln High- 
way is to be built throufth there 
next summer. I am also sending 
you some photos .that perhaps will 
prove interesting. Ore of these is 
of the Nancv Hanta Lincoln mon- 
ument, «reci-ed in tlie suir.mer of 
1902 and dedicated October 1, 1902.

To Cost of Living

"The 
Workman's 
Compensation 


act of Wisconsin is not as liberal 
today as it waa at the time the'law 
was first put into effect because of 
the higher wage standard and the 
higher living costs of today as com- 
pared with a few years ago," de- 
clared Fred M. Wilcox, chairman of 
the Wisconsin industrial commis- 
sion, in a talk given to the Progres- 
sive club in the chambers of the 
secretary of state, last night. 


"The law is somewhat inadequate 


for it does not fill the needs of th* 
present situation. In spite of this 
fact, Wisconsin still leads the other 
states in modern, efficient labor 
legislation. Tho industrial commis- 
sion has been instrumental in im- 
proving the compensation act and is 
even now working to place it upon n 
more satisfactory basis. 


"Under t»ie present law, a dis- 


abled workman i3 paid 65 per cent 
of his regular wages. • This is 
scarcely enough for these emer- 
gencies; the compensation should be 
at least 80 per cent of the wage," 
Wflcox continued.

which, if the style docs not go out 
in a very short time will leave every 
•woman in Madison with bobbed 
hair by Sept. 29, 1022. 


"Bobbinc is on the 
increase," 


says Mrs. Grace Staber of tho Sta- 
b«r shop. "Wo have 60 or 70 a 
week here. 
So many 
older girls 


arc doing it now—it isn't just the 
piddy young one?. 


"Short hair really is a time saver. 


It only has to be curled onco a week 
nnd in between curls it is practical- 
ly no trouble at all. It absolutely 
does make hair come in healthier 
because it is worn loose. Hair, aft- 
er cutting, gets noticeably thicker 
in a month. 


"It depends on the ago of the

power farming.

an article on that subject in your Voice of the

Is Power Farming Profitable? I have asked 


this question of many people,—farmers, busi- 
ness men, etc. Some say Yes. 
Some say No. 


So let's swap opinions and find out the differ- 
ence. 


I do believe that power farming is the only 


way a farmer can make any money. There are 
varying conditions. It is impossible for a man 
to say that one make of machine will do the 
work on all farms and make good. I find that 
in general farmers are poor judges on tractors. 
They buy a machine not suitable for their work 
and aftci1 trying same out for one season they 
put' it in the v shed and leave it there.
